MORE THAN 800 Russia Belatedly Tells 
AT PONTIFICAL Citizens To Hear Nixon

MOSCOW’ <AP> — The Russians

This was announced at a news 
conference by Herbert Klein, the 
vice president’s spokesman. 
He 
said three announcements will be 
made over IO TV stations that 
extend 300 miles outside Moscow. 
F u r t h e r announcements were 
promised 
over 
a 
radio 
chain 
reaching the whole of the Soviet 
Union. 
YO Million Audience 
Moreover, Nixon was put on a 
spot that normally attracts a big 
audience, the 8 o'clock light humor- 
hour. 
Estim ates of the number of per­ 
sons who may see Nixon on TV 
varied widely, but ranged as high 
as IO million. 
The big government newspaper 
Izvestia has not mentioned Nix­ 
on's speech. The Communist par­ 
ty newspaper Pravda reported the 
vice president would speak but 
did not say when. The English-

tioned the speech, but it has a 
circulation of only a few thou­ 
sands. 
The Soviets had agreed to let 
Nixon make an uncensored radio- 
TV speech in exchange for the 
courtesy shown First Deputy P re­ 
mier Frol R. Kozlov in his visit 
to the United States. Kozlov made 
an hour-long speech over a coast- 
to-coast television network from 
Washington which was well adver­ 
tised in advance. 
Nixon has been banking heavily 
on reaching a wide Soviet audi­ 
ence to give an uncensored view 
of Western policy to the Soviet 
people. They usually read and 
hear only what the Kremlin wants 
them to know. 
To Givt "Rod Facts" 
The vice president intends to 
tell them directly what he consid­ 
ers the “ real facts” responsible 
for international tension and an­ 
swer hecklers of U.S. foreign pol 
icy. 
While emphasizing the Western 
desire for peace and friendship. 
Nixon plans to make clear that 
the West will not back down on 
such critical issues as the future

threats.

Insanity A Disability 
The key phrase is "other dis­ 
ability.'' Harrington Adams, dep­ 
uty attorney general, says a judi­ 
cial finding that the governor was 
insane would be enough to classi­ 
fy him as disabled. 
There's somewhat of a prece 
dent in Pennsylvania but it hap- 
t>ened in Colonial days when our 
form of government was a lot dif­ 
ferent. 
LeRoy V. Greene, whose "Shel­ 
ter for His Excellency" is consid­ 
ered an authoritative source of 
historical lore on Pennsylvania 
governors, has written about it 
Deposed By Penn 
A former Philadelphia newsman 
who is now director of a three- 
state region for the U. S. Post 
Office. Greene found in his re­ 
search that a governor was de 
posed by William Penn in the first 
half of the 18th Century.

Gookin as governor in 1709. Goo- 
kin 
immediately went 
off the 
beam. Historians described his 
regime as erratic and fanatic. 
Penn, wrote Greene, became "so 
discouraged that he was on the 
verge ut transferring his province 
to the Crown for 12.000 pounds." 
In the midst of this unhappy 
I situation Penn became seriously 
ill and. fortunately, deferred his 
plan to give up Pennsylvania as 
j the result of Gook ins screwball 
j antics. 
Kicked Justice

Gov. Gookin 
is 
recorded 
as 
‘‘violently chasing from his door 
I a committee of the Assembly." 
He also "kicked in the seat of the 
pants a justice of the State Su­ 
preme Court." 
There was in existence in those 
days a council which advised the 
governor on state matters. In the 
absence of the governor, it was 
I commissioned to take charge of 
the Commonwealth as it had done 
from 1684 to 1686 
The council called a meeting on 
Gookin's conduct in 1717 "con­ 
cerned only with the subject of 
the behavior of the governor." 
Penn Acted Quickly 
The council petitioned William 
Penn to remove Gookin. Penn, as 
the 
proprietor, acted 
promptly 
and removed Gookin as the gov­ 
ernor of Pennsylvania. 
Gookin was superseded by Sir 
William Keith who turned out to 
be an outstanding chief executive. 
It was Gov. Keith who made 
the famed recommendation of "a 
ducking stool . . . for scolding 
women."
